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supreme good for man appears not 
in the rickety amalgam of NE X, but 
in the unified virtue entire identified 
in EE VIII as kalokqgathia. Only such 
a position is consistent with his aban- 
donment of the early ‘man is nous’ 
psychology; with his theory of praxis 
as an end in itself; and with a method 
which reveals the identity of the 
supreme good by reflecting on the pre- 
philosophic affective experience of 
value grasped in the practice of the 
moral as well as the intellectual vir- 
tues” (p. 153).
